1. Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) and a submission, filed on June 23 and 27, 2003. The 
submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Office action for the following reasons: 

There are a number of rejections of record in Paper No. 18. Although the claims have been 
amended, applicants have presented no arguments why the previous rejections are overcome by the 
changes. Various rejections under 35 USC 112, V and 2"^ paragraphs refer, e.g., to "amplitude", still 
in the claims, but the "submission" lacks any discussion of any rejection of record. The submission 
only urges that the amended claims be considered. Also, no new oath or declaration was submitted. 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete reply to the 
prior Office action, applicant is given a shortened statutory period of ONE MONTH or THIRTY 
DAYS from the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, to submit a complete reply.
